CRASHES WHICH HAVE 
SHAKEN THE NATION. 


REMARKABLE EXamMPLEs OF NATIONAL MADNEsS. 


One of the greatest commercial failures was that of 
the Darien Company, whose ruin was truly a national 
disaster to Scotland. This company was a child of the 
brain of the famous William Paterson, who founded the 
Bank of England. 

Paterson suggested the formation of a Scottish colony 
at Darien, owing to its being a central position for 
commerce with both India and America. 

The issue of a glowing prospectus made Scotland mad 
with excitement. Sagacious people had their heads 
turned by the brilliant prospects of the company. 
Although Scotland was a wretchedly poor country in 
those days, yet £400,000 was rapidly subscribed, and a 
similar amount was raised by the merchauts of London 

and Amsterdam. 

In 1698 the first batch of colonists left Leith. There 
were over 1,200 of them, many of whom were of 


high degree. Land was purch and the town of New 
Edinburgh built. Then disasters came fast and furious. 


new company was strenuously opposed by the 
East India Company. The people at begs did not send 
out the necessary provisions. Starvation, disease and 
massacre carried off vast numbers of the ill-starred 
company. Bitter dissentions arose, and the crowning 
blow came with the attacks of the Spaniards, who 
claimed the newly settled land. Few of the colonists 
ever saw their native land again, and it was long before 
Scotland recovered from this terrible failure. 

The history of the South Sea Company, founded 
in 1720, is very remarkable. It was a company 
which obtained the sole rights of trading in the 

den isles of the ¢ Pacific. In exchange for 
hese rights it was to buy up the National Debt of this 
country, to advance the Government all the money it 
required at the then low rate of four per cent., and to 
pay a further sum of £7,000,000 as a bonus. 

m people became infatuated, and South Sea stock 
rapidly rose. As it went on rising everybody gained, 
and consequently prices became more inflated. Mar- 
vellous tales of the riches of the Southern Seas were 
told. The treasure was endless, and all the shareholders 
were to become wealthy. The excitement increased, 
and, fanned by golden rumours, became madness. 

Change Alley, Cornhill, was the centre of the 

bling. Peers and wealthy commoners were jostled 
poor widows and errand clergymen and thieves. 
From the highest to the lowest the mania for shares 
spread, and amounts from a shilling upwards were dealt 
with.

The projector of this company 
received £2,000 in five hours, and was missing in five 
hours afterwards. 

The South Sea Company obtained an Act of 
Parliament to crush these rival companies. This action

terrible shock affected the whole nation, and extraordi- 
nary er ge had to be taken to lessen the pressure. The 
Bank of England and the East India C..mpany each 
took up ning millions of South Sea sto-k, and the 
Government gave up the bonus of seven millions. It 
was long before the effect of the awful crash died away. 
In 1866, when trade seemed healthy, two small 
country banks failed. These were fo! by numerous 
other failares; but no alarm was caused till the failure 
of the Joint-Stock Discount Company, which was 
somiy followed by Barnard’s Bank, which failed for 
£3,500,000. Then came Black Friday, when the well-

Driamonps. 


Yov are threatened with a terrible disaster at Chriat- 
mas; and the same calumity awaits Greece, w 
popular King is a brother of our Princess of Wales, and 
whose son and heir is the husband of a daughter of the 
Empress Frederick, eldest child of our beloved Queen, 
and the mother of the German Emperor. 

The principal trade for which Greece is noted is 
done in currants, und the little but important kingdom 
my supplied the world with that commodity for genera- 

ions. 

The income derived from the growth and cultivation 
of the vine forms the chief portion of the country’s 
revenue, and all through the activity ofa tiny little 
= which has attacked the small grape, which, when 

ried, becomes our old familiar friend the cnrrant, an 
appalling disaster to the country—Greeo2—is threatened. 
are your Christmas puddings and mince pies, 
which you may rightly think are of more importance to 
you than the fall of Greece—for what is a Christmas 
udding without currants? Or, how could you look on the 
form of a mince pie and admire or appreciate it, knowin; 
that in its composition there was Pte out that which 
should form its principal in: jent—the currants ? 

All the splendid harvest of Greece has been almost 
completely destroyed by the advent of a blight which 
has settled upon all the vines, save a very few, a blight 
called in scientifis language Peronosperos, and which 
has turned the crop black, rotted it, withered it, and 
caused the fruit to drop off from the vine. 

The priuc:pal of an eminent firm in the city, discus- 
sing the mutter with a representative of P.W.. said: 

“The total quantity of currants consumed by the 
peers of the world represents a crop of about 112,000 

ms ayeir. The yield is, of course, greater than that, 
for a considerable quantity is kept in reserve for wine- 
making. At the inning of the year it was con- 
fidently expected that th2 season's yield would be about 
200,000 tons; but as the fruit began to ripen it was 
found, to the utter dismay of the growers, that the 
blight had caught it and ruined it. 

“The Government sent round commissioners to 
ascertain the amount of the damage done, and these 
gentlemen reported—and we have only just received 
the information—that the entire crop of the country 
would yield no more sound fruit than, say, from 37,000 
to 38,000 tons. But even since the receipt of that news 
we Icarn that a fresh inquiry has been instituted, 
resulting in the appalling fact that not more than 30,000 
tons can be shipped from out the country. 

“That means a terrible loss for Greece and a bitter 
disappointment for this country, more particularly as 
Chris‘mas is coming. About 42,000 tons of currants 
rie ped ic ape — in this Sold Baglisire 80 
tiat if people are going eep up theo! le 
of celebrating the Yule-tide with Christmas puddin, 
and mince pies galore, tens of thousands must 
doomed to disappointment, as, of course, the crop will 
not be sufficient to go round. Besides, Greece has to 
supply other countries besides ours. 

“ Say we dealers buy 20,000 of the 30,000 tons that 
may be had. What good is that lot when we have to 
supply the colonial markets as well ? 

“The United States will want 17,000 tons. 

“In normal times we should be getting over now from 
ten to fifteen fall cargoes, but at the present moment 
there are only two part cargoes on the way, one for 
London and one for Liverpool, their total quantities 
being not more than 2,000 tons. 

“Why don't we grow currants elsewhere? It has 
been tried, and the attempt failed. Currants will grow 
nowhere outside Greece. Vines have been trans- 

lanted in the Cape of Good Hope, in Australia, and in 
lifornia, but without any hope of success. 

“In what particular thing did it fail? The currants 
became converted into raisins, that is to say, away from 
the native soil the grape w with a stone inside. 
Currants have no stones, and Greece is the only country 
in all the world where the vine will grow and develop 
its fruit without a stone. Hence, Greece commands the 
currant markets of the world, and when the crop fails 
the world fails in its demands. There is no possible 
substitution for currants. 

“Ie there no remedy for the people? Yes. If 
Britishers do not want to be disappoin:ed, let them 
in their currants for Christmas at once—to-day not to- 


morrow.
